One Downtown Hotel Bows to 
Campaign; Drake Foresees 
Prohibition. 


This will be “‘ Dry Chicago ” day in the 
bar of the Biackstone hotel as well as 
in ecores of Chicago churches, 

".he Blackstone hotel management yes- 
terday recorded itself as the first down- 
town bar owner to bow to the state law 
requiring the closing of saloons on Sun- 
day. The action was precipitated by the 
letter of Attorney Arthur B. McCoid of 
the Chicago citizens’ committee, ad- 
dressed to the larger Chicago hotels, call- 
ing attention to the law and the penalties 
for its violation. 


Drake Foresees Prohibition. 

President Tracy C. Drake of the Drake 
Hotel company, owner of the Blackstone, 
yesterday telephoned the hotel's capitula- 
tion to Attorney McCoid, following a 
meeting of the board of directors. 

* Prohibition is on its way in the United 
States,’’ said Manager Drake to a TrIs- 
UNE reporter. ‘“‘ The Blackstone hotel is 
prepared to meet it gracefully and not 
combatively. When the hotel was planned 
we recognized that prohibition was bound 
to come and planned our bar arrange- 
ments accordingly, so needed changes 
may be made easily when prohibition ar- 
rives. Asa result we are in a position to 
be less hurt financially by the arrival of 
prohibition than any other hotel in the 
Lnited States. 


Wants to Obey Law. 

“Sunday closing is merely a step on 
the way. We do not propose that in the 
campaign Mr. McCoid is conducting that 
the Blackstone hotel shall be the ‘ goat.’ 

“If a test case is wanted, somebody 
else is welcome to the job of going into 
court to defend Sunday opening. Should 
it be decided that the lew is invalid, we 
will open agein on Sunday.” 

“ How about drinks with meals?’ Mr. 
Drake was asked. 

‘‘That’s like serving drinks in one’s 
own home,” he responded. “ Drinks will 
be served upstairs, but the bar proper wil 
be shut.” oe 

Other Hotels Balk. 

“Jam gratified by Mr. Drake's accept- 
ance of the situation,” Attorney McCoid 
commented. “It will have an excellent 
effect in stimulating observance of the 
law in the community. I am only sorry 
the Blackstone is the only hotel yet to 
accede to the warning contained in the 
letter, which also went to the Congress, 
the Palmer house, the La Salle, the Great 
Northern, and the Sherman. 

“The La Salle wants to fight the law 
and I am willing. I have ten investi- 
gators who will be working tomorrow, 
and arrests ai the La Salle will be just 
as good as anywhere else.”

SEE THROUGH SOLID WALLS 
BY NEW MARCONI INVENTION. 


Originator of Wireless Telegraphy 
Tells of Apparatus Before Sail- 
ing tor Italy from New York. 


New York, May 22.—William Marconi, 
inventor of the wireless telegraph, made 
it known today before sailing for Italy 
that he has invented an apparatus by 
means of which !t ig possible for a person 
standing beside a solid partition, such as 
a brick wall, to look through the parti- 
tion and observe what is happening on the 
other side, just as if there were no ob- 
stacle interposed to the vision, 

Mr. Marconi is quoted as saying that 
the device has been perfected to the point 
where persons in a room can see persons 
in an adjoining room, looking through the 
wall, if the persons viewed are close to the 
wall, but that at a distance from the 
wall they become blurred. 


| BREAK ON TRADE 


Advisers Cease Negotiations | 


: 


U.S, AND BRITAIN 


and America May Demand 
End of Interference. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Washington, D. C., May 22.—[Special.] 
~The development today of an open break 
between the trade advisers of the state 
department and of the British embassy 
suddenly brought to a head the question 
of adopting stronger measures in dealing 
with British interference with legitimate 
American trade. , 

It now appears not unlikely that the 
president and his adv:sers will decide to 
dispatch to London without delay the 
note, already drafted, which states that 
Washington cannot longer tolerate the 
high handed disregard of American sov- 
ecreignty on the high seas and of arbi- 
trary interference with neutral commerce 
generally. The outline of this note was 
published by Tam Trisune last Thurs- 


day. 


Relations Are Broken Off. 

The development today was the sever- 
ance of diplomatic relations between 
Robert F. Rose of Chicago, the foreign 
trade adviser of the state department, 
and Sir Richard Crawford, the special 
commercial envoy sent from London to 
assist the British embassy in handling 
questions of the interference with Ameri- 
can trade produced by the long range 
blockade. 

Sir Richard Crawford is charged by 
the administration with having failed to 
carry out an agreement whereby Ameri- 
can goods contracted for in Germany 
before the blockade became effective on 
March 1 were to be passed by the British 
authorities for shipment to the United 
States up to June 15. 

ln addition the British representatives 
and the London government are charged 
with seeking to place the United States 
in the position of acquiescing officially in 
the British control of American com- 
merce with Germany. 


Bryan’s Statement of Case. 
Secretary of State Bryan issued this 
statement of the action of the department: 
“In view of differences which have 
arisen in the informal and unofficial con- 
ferences between Sir Richard Crawford, 
the commercial adviser of the British em- 
bassy, and Robert F. Rose and W. B.

Practically all the Germans and 
Austrians who intend to leave Italy 
already have departed, but a number 
of Italy’s subjects who refused to be 
lieve the situation actually serious are 
still in the two enemy countries, 
AUSTRIA MAY DECLARE WAR. 
The government's plans, it is admit- 
ted, may be upset by a sudden aggressive 
step at Vienna. News that Italy has 
published the mobilization decree may 
cause Austria to throw down the gaunt- 
let with a formal declaration of war 
today.

MARTIAL LAW IN TRIESTE. 
Martial law has been proclaimed in 
Trieste. All the inhabitants have been 
ordered to hand over to the authorities 
arms, munitions, and explosives. 
Nobody is allowed to appear in the 
streets after dark. The military author- 
ities have taken over the telegraph, mail, 
and railroad systems. 

Expulsion of ltalians from Trieste, 
Pola, Goriza, and Gradisca by the 
thousands continues. They are not per- 
mitted to enter Italy, but are loaded 
into freight trains and sent to the in- 
terior of Austria or Hungary. These 
forced removals are resulting in much 
distress. 

Reports from Trieste eay there is 
much distress in that seaport. The 
city is virtually without bread, and 
even cornmeal for the “polenta” or 
porridge of the people is extremely 
scarce. 

The military now is in absolute con- 


trol of all railroads, an official] decree to

NATION WILD FOR WAR. | 

All Italy seems wild with the war 
spirit. Rome was rocked last night by 
the roaring cheers from the throats of 
200,000 men and women who marched 
and countermarched past the govern- 
ment buildings and the royal palace 
waving the silken tri-colors and hys- 
terically shouting for war. 

Scores of private automobiles, part 
of them commandeered and others vol- 
untarily turned over to the government, 
made their way with difficulty through 
the crowds. They bore dispatch bearers 
with messages from Italian commanders 
already at the front or carried officers 
speeding for the railway stations to join 
their regiments. 

From Milan, Florence, Naples, Genoa, 
and Venice came reports of similar dem- 
onstrations. The interior towns heard 
rumors all day of frontier ciashes and

DISGUISED GERMAN AERO 
DROPS BOMBS UPON PARIS. 


Three Missiles Cause Little Dam- 


age and Defending Machines 
Chase the Attacker Away. 


PARIS, May 22.—German aviators flew 
over Paris at dusk this evening in an 
aeroplane disguised as a French machine. 
Because of the disguise the French air 
scouts allowed it to pass the frontier, be- 
lieving that it was one of their own aero- 
planes. 

Fiying high over the city, the German 
aviators dropped three bombs. One of 
the bombs fell in the Seine close to the 
Eiffel tower, another on outbuildings of 
the Bon Marché store, and the third in 
Rue St. Charies. ; 

All three bombs were ineffective and 
virtually no damage was done. The Ger- 


| man aeroplane was driven off by a French 


machine. 

Dispatches from Soissons reported that 
a Zeppelin, escorted by two taubes, 
crossed the French lines headed for Paris. 
French air craft attacked the airship and 
after an exchange of shots the dirigible 
turned her nose about and returned to 
the German lines. The police issued 
warnings at 10 p. m. and the city was 
plunged in darknecs. 


HOLD ITALIANS IN GERMANY. 


Two Who Escaped to Milan Say 
Many Thousands Have Been 
Detained at Border.

ON THE ITALIAN FRONTIER, May 
22.—Two Italian miners who worked for 
many years in the mines in Westplialia, 
Germany, arrived at Milan today, having 
managed to escape the vigilance of the 
guards during the night. These miners 
report that many thousands of Italians, 
who were returning home, have been de- 
tained on. the Swiss-German frontier be- 
yond Basel, the German authorities re 
fusing to allow them to leave the country. 
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Austria Paints Italy as 
Traitor to the Alliance 


VIENNA, May 22.—Baron Stephen Bu- 
rian von Rajecz, the Austro-Hungarian 
minister for foreign affairs, today hand- 
ed to the Italian ambassador a note ex- 
pressing “painful surprise” at the de- 
cision of Italy to “ put an end in such an 
abrupt manner to the treaty which was 
based on the community of our most im- 
portant political interests; which has 
guaranteed security and peace to our 
states for so many years, and which hag 
rendered Italy notorious services.” 

The note says the astonishment of Aus- 
tria-Hungary is more than justified, as 
the Italian government repeatedly an- 
nounced its wish to maintain and even to 
strengthen the bonds of alliance between 
the two countries. 


Explains Serbian War Edict. 

Baron Burian von Rajecz repeated that 
the object of the ultimatum to Serbia was 
purely and simply to protect the mon- 
archy against the revolutionary machina- 
tions of Serbia and that this aim could 
inno way affect the interests of Italy. 

When the conflict assumed a European 
character, Italy proclaimed its neutral- 
ity without “ throwing out the slightest 
suggestion that this war, which was pro- 
voked by Russia and prenared for long 
beforehand,’ could be of a nature to de- 
prive the triple alliance of its raison 
d’etre,”” and ‘*‘ made no communication 


‘which could justify the belief that it re- 


garded the proceeding of Austria-Hun- 
gary as ‘a flagrant violation, both in let- 
ter and in spirit, of the alliance and 
treaty.’ ’’ 


Alliance Still Held. 

The cabinets of Vienna and Berlin, even 
though deploring Italy’s resolution to re- 
main neutral, a resolution which in “‘ our 
view was hardly compatible with the 
spirit of the treaty, nevertheless loyally 
admitted the view of the Italian govern- 
ment, and an exchange of views which 
then took place established unaltered the 
maintenance of the triple alliance.”’ 

Under article VII. of the treaty Italy 
presented claims which aimed to securing 
certain compensation in the event of Aus- 
tria-Hungary obtaining advantages from 
the war, territorial or otherwise, in the 
Balkan peninsula. 

Austria-Hungary accepted this stand- 
point and declared itself ready to submit 
the question to examination, at the same 


time pointing out that so long as the 
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eventful advantages according to Aus- 
tria-Hungary remained unknown [t would 
be difficult to fix such compensation. 


Holds Italy Acquiesced. 


Baron Burian von Rajecz contended 
that Italy shared this view, as was shown 
in the declaration made by the late Mar- 
quis Antonio di San Giuliano, dated Aug. 
25 last year, in which the then Italian 
foreign minister said that “it would be 
premature to speak of compensations.”’ 

Nevertheless, Baron Burian continues, 
Austria-Hungary always has been ready 
to begin conversations on the subject, 
and when Italy made its demands Aus- 
tria-Hungary accepted even this as a 
basis for negvdtiations, although in its 
opinion article VII. of the treaty never 
referred to the territory of the treaty 
bound parties, but related purely and 
simply to the Balkan peninsula. 


Says Austria Made Sacrifices. 


While it was impossible to accede toall 
the demands Austria-Hungary, with a 
sincere desire to reach an understanding, 
made sacrifices which were only justified 
by a “ desire to uphold the alliance exist- 
ing for so many years to the common ad- 
vantage of both countries.” 

Replying to the Italian objection that 
the concessions offered by Austria-Hun- 
gary were only to be realized at an in- 
definite time—namely, at the end of the 
war—Baron Burian says that Austria- 
Hungary was ready to offer all necessary 
guarantees for the purpose of preparing 
for this transfer and insure its “‘ even 
béing carried out at no distant date.”’ 

In conclusion the note says: 

‘The royal Italian government, in an 
arbitrary manner, has disburdened itself 
of all its obligations, and the Austro- 
Hungarian government declines respons!- 
bility for all the consequences that may 
arise from this procedure.”

Assails His “Hypocritical Grief” in 
Call at White House to Convey 
Condolence on Lusitania Case.

_ PARIS, May 22.—Edmond Rostand pub- 
lishes a ninety-two line poem in the Fi- 
garo describing Berfistorff’s call at the 
White House to present the kaiser’s con- 
dolence for the American losses of the 
Lusitania. The poem gives two lines to 
Bernstorff and “‘ his hypocritical grief,” 
then two Mines to the scene on the Irish 
coast when the Lusitania went down. 
After Bernstorff is described dressed in 
deep mourning entering the White House 
there is a parenthétical clause on “ Wom- 
en's bruised’ breasts dashing against the 
cliffs.” 
One verse about President Wilson says 
that behind him stand Lincoin, virtue. 
Washington, and glory, but they are in- 
visible to Bernstotff. The German am- 
bassador is described as saying that those 
who sailed despite the German warning 
were aggressors, and then another paren- 
thetical clause follows: ‘“* Over there a 
blonde maiden is washed upon the shore 
with her three sisters.” 
The poem contains a line about Alfred 


Gwynne Vanderbilt and his heroism in 
giving up his life bélt to a woman.

| Triple Collision of Trains 


Causes Death of 164 
Pe-sons. 


CARLISLE, England, May 23, 3 a. m— 
The Caledonian railway officials early 
this morning announced, that about 164 
persons were killed and 124 seriously in- 
jured in yesterday's triple collision at 
Gretna, near this city. Nearly 300 were 
less seriously injured. 

Most of the victime were soldiers. Five 
hundred men of one regiment were on the 
troop train. When the roll was called 
after the wreck only fifty-two officers 
and men responded. Numbers of others, 
however, were engaged in caring for their 
wounded comrades. 

The troop train collided first with a 
local from Carlisie, and before the occu- 
pants were able to get clear of the wreck- 
age the express from London to Glasgow 
crashed into them. The result was ter- 
rifying. Locomotives and cars, shat- 
tered and splintered, were hurled about 
in confusion. 

Fire started and spread with great 
rapidity through the wreckage. 

Railway officials tonight said they were 
utterly unable to explain how the wreck 
occurred. The troop train, bound for Car- 
isle, was supposed to have been on a 
side track when it collided head on with 
the local traim. Practically every mem- 
ber of both train crews was killed; hence 
there was no one to give warning to the

During May 20 
and 21 the Russians took the offensive on 
the left bank of the San river, drove the 
Teutons from the villages of Krawee, 
Biercza, Przyszow, and Kamerale, and re- 
pulsed a German counter attack near 
Nisko. On the right bank of the San the 
Germans were driven from the village of 
Ignace on the Luboczowka. South and 
east of Przemysi Austrian attacks be- 
tween the Tysmienica and Stry rivers 
were repulsed. 

Near Shavli in Courland the Russians 
continue pressing the Germans back on 
the left banks of the Windau and Wema 
rivers.

Austrian Official Statement. 

VIENNA, May 22.—The Austro-Ger- 
man allies are gaimng ground slowly in 
the great battle now in progress in central 
Galicia.

A plan for reorganization of the state 
board of health in accord with federa) 
recommendations ts before the general as- 
sembly in senate bill 240, thas bi carrying 
out the recommendations made by the 
board itself in divorcing the functions of 
medical registration from purely public 
health work and in dividing the depart- 
ment into several distinct bureaus. 

The measure also divides the state into 
several sanitary districts for educational 
and public health purposes and merges the 
public health functions of other existing 
state departments with those of the state 
board of health.

THE MOONS Tu 
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HE control of the universe employs 

two factors. One is the original di- 

rection of celestial bodies, the direc- 

tion they would take under their 

original impulse if their course were 

unmodified by any other force. The other 

force is that of attraction, gravitation, 
which modifies the original impulse. 

This body, governed in part by 'ts orig- 
ina] impulse which, unmodified, would 
send it speeding ungoverned and unregu- 
lated through space, whirling past us once 
like a meteor or comet and on never to 
be seen again, bound for whatever ex- 
panses of space may lie beyond the im- 
aginations of men. 

This body, governed in part by its arig- 
inal impulse, is under the control of the 
If the original im- 
pulse were wholly overcome by. the at- 
traction of the earth the moon would not 
continue to circle about us, but would fall 
te join the earthly mass which attracts 
it. It ie constantly falling and constantly 
resisting the force which prompts it to 
fall. The conflict produces a stability 
of course and procedure. Enough of the 
original impulse remains to resist suffi- 
ciently the attraction of the earth. Thus 
the moon circles the earth, firmly held 
by the contro! of the universe. 

The sun, thus attracting the earth and 
thus resisted by the earth, receives the 
circular devotion of this planet. The 
other plafhets, yielding to the same com- 
plication of conflicting and equalizing 
forces, retain their ordered places. 

The great binary systems of suns sub- 
mit to the same law. Look at Antares in 


the southern sky, the great red star in 
the south that looks like Mars and is

system, ite companion hidd¢h from sight, 
which represents two suns revolving 
about a common center of gravity. 

The moon not only yields to the earth's 
attraction but it exercises upon the least 
‘resisting part of the ¢arth, ite oceans, a 
force of attraction itself, and the result 
ie familiar in the tides. The fluids of the 
earth respond to this pull. The full force | 
of the pull is directed toward the center 
of the body affected. Therefore there is 
a tendency on the part of the earth oppo- 
site the moon to draw away from the 
waters covering it and on the part of the 
waters nearest the moon to draw away 
from the earth in the direction of the 
focus of the lines of force emanating from 
the moon. The diagram above shows the 
lines of force as they come from the moon 
and the arrows represent the reeponsive 
trend of the tides. 

The sun also exerte a force of this sort 
upon the earth, but, although its power 
of attraction is much greater than that

of the moon, its tidal force is iess. To’ 
state it mathematically, the force of grav- | 
itation is inversely proportional to the 
equare of the distance, but the tidal force 
varies inversely as the cube of the dis- 
tance. 

If the sun exercised upon the waters of 
the earth the same force that it exer- 
cises gravitationally, the ports would be 
inundated with each tide and the sea- 
coast would be swept with a wall of water.

Naturally the greatest feature for the 
state of Indiana this month is the Indian- 
polis races, which will take place at the 
Indianapolis speedway next Saturday. 

Due to the numerous inquiries for the 
best route to and from the speedway the 
writer accompanied 8S. J. King, publisher 
of King’s Official Route Guides, on 
@ trip to Indianapolis for the purpose of 
logging the way from Chicago to the 
gpeedway with a return trip. The good 
roads advocate advised the route which 
appears on this page to be the best and 
most direct way to go. The route leaves 
Chicago via a riew southern automobile 
exit and goes through the following 
towns: Hammond, Ind., Crown Point, 
Shelby, Thayer, Rensselaer. Remington, 
Lafayette, Mulberry, Frankfort, Leb- 
anom, and Indiarapolis. The total mile- 
age is 198.6 miles. This route is being 
marked as the Dixie Air line trail for the 
purpose of connecting Chicago with Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn), by a marked trail. 


The writer, in traversing this road, 


wishes to say that the promoters have 
fulfilled their purpose of making the trail 
@ popular route. When touring the mo- 
 torist generally follows the best route 
with good accommodations, and this 
route to Indianapolis via Lafayette comes 
in contact with the prominent cities in 
the state and also provides for good ac-

It is a wot 
smenon that by no means follows closely the lines 
dawn by the war. Russia and Turkey have no part 
nit. They and their opponents are battling in a 


somal, impersonal way. Japan is geographically so 


fr removed that although recriminations are plenti- 
ful, no deep feeling is possible by or against her. But 
Frenchmen and Belgians hate the Germans as mailed 
bullies who have outraged them beyond forgiveness. 
Aystro-Hungarians regard the Slavs of the Balkans 
with the shuddering loathing that a man might be- 
tow upon a snake. And, over and above all, the 
entire German nation is delirious with a foaming, 
Rerseker fury against England. Observe that I have 
not said that Germans hate Frenchmen or that 
Englishmen hate Germans. They do not. In both 
eases, there is an arrogant presumption of superiority 
that precludes the sentiment. But since they are both 
objects of detestation, when the cannons are silenced, 
they will perforce accept the new gage thrown down. 

At the time of the declaration of war, Parisians re- 
lieved their feelings by smashing shops bearing Ger- 
man names and mobbing Germans foolhardy enough 
to appear in the streets. There was no real hatred 
behind these manifestations, which would have oc- 
erred in any Latin community on which a crisis had 
been forced overnight. But all at once, the prepared- 
ness of the enemy took on the aspect of a grim treach- 
ety toward France. It became known that many of 
the German reservists who had returned home had 
been spies. Stories of atrocities drifted in. The utter- 
ances of poets, journalists and orators suddenly ac- 
quired an almost mystical significance, and the great 
hate was born. One records such facts. One cannot 
explain them. The Napoleonic Wars, devastating as 
they were, lit no such flame of passion as evefy subse- 
quent event in this conflict has nurtured in France and 
Belgium. The following are some of its results:

_ Germany, of course, has replied in kind; and both 
sides have passed laws forever prohibiting their ene- 
mies in this war from becoming citizens, and empower- 
ing the respective Governments to revoke naturaliza- 
tion papers already issued. 

The undermining of the business relations of the 
future is being diligently pushed forward. If it were 
being done by act of Parliament, it would not be so 
bad; for laws can be repealed. But it is being made an 
issue of patriotism, and sentiment thus aroused will 
not easily die out. Newspapers throughout France 
have adopted a standing headline: “Down with Ger- 
man Commerce!”’ In the daily column devoted to the 
crusade, they work upon the emotions of their readers, 
in preference to emphasizing cold facts and figures. 


‘6 MALL - little ones play with dolls made by the 
hands that have shed the blood of French chil- 
dren?” asked one writer. He was answered instantly 
by two young girls, Mlle. Brunet, a school teacher, 
and Mile. Gournay, a stenographer, who collected one 
thousand francs among their friends and opened a work- 
shop for the manufacture of French dolls. Had it not 
been for the passionate phrase coined by a nameless 
journalist, which they quoted with telling effect, they 
might have had hard sledding. As it was, they won 
success at a stroke and blazed the way for scores of 
imitators. It is a good thing that cheap German toys 
should be replaced by the far more artistic home 
roduct; but that the playthings of children should 
me symbols of hate is not so good. 

In the world of art and science, the anti-German 
feeling is at white heat. The directors of the National 
Opera in Paris have voted never again to produce a 
work composed by a Teuton. In approving this 
decision, M. Alfred Capus, Academician, dramatist 
and co-editor of the Figaro, wrote that while the war 
did not blind him to the fact that Wagner was the 
greatest operatic genius that had ever lived, his detes- 
tation of the dead composer’s nationality was rel- 
atively much more profound than the enjoyment 
might get from his music. : 

The Société des Artistes Francais and the Société 
des Beaux Arts, which hold the big Spring Salons, 
announced formally last October that thereafter they 
would decline to show pictures by Germans and Aus- 
trians. The Autumn Salon, which has made it a point 
to encourage foreign exhibitors and has depended

Serious attempts have been made to out- 
law the teaching of the German language and 
the sale of German books. The Government is, of 
course, too liberal to yield to clamor of this kind, but 
private schools have gained much prestige by adver- 
tising that German has been removed from the curric- 
ulum, while no bookseller in Paris would be rash 
enough to display a volume in the hated tongue. 

Lest the impression should obtain that the Latin 
hatred of Germany is confined to the ignorant and the 
unthinking, consider the utterances of three of the

“It digs a great gulf, which can never be 
bridged, between Germany and the rest of Europe. 
It is almost incredible that men of standing in science 
art and letters should have defended and glorifi 
Prussian militarism. By doing so they have proved 
themselves to be more odious than the brutes they set 
out to justify.” 


OMMENTING on a sentence in the same German 
‘appeal’—“‘Without our militarism, our civiliza- 
tion would have been om jp long ago.” —Gustave 
Hervé, aflame, beside himself, wrote in his own paper, 
La Guerre Sociale: “After that, fire into the thick 
of them, without scruples!” ; 

And the Belgian, Maeterlinck, the gentle Maeter- 
linck of The Life of the Bee and Treasure of the Humble, 
had this to say in an article that he gave last Septem- 
ber to the press of Europe: 

‘When the hour shall have come for settling accounts, 
we shall have forgotten much of what we have suf- 
fered, and a blameworthy pity will creep over us and 
cloud our eyes. We shall be told that the unfortunate 
German people were merely the victims of their mon- 
arch and their feudal castles; that no blame attaches 
to the Germany we know, that is so sympathetic and 
cordial, the Germany of quaint old houses and 4 ek 
hearted — Germany that sits under its lime 
trees beneath the clear light of the moon—but only 
to Prussia, hateful, arrogant Prussia; that the homely, 
peace-loving Bavarian, the genial, hospitable dwellers 
on the banks of the Rhine, the Silesian and Saxon and 
I know not who besides—for all these will suddenly 
have become whiter than snow and more inoffensive 
than the sheep in an English fold—that they all have 
merely obeyed, been compelled to obey, orders that 
they detested but were unable to resist. 

“We are face to face with reality now; let us look at 
it well, and pronounce our sentence; for this is 
moment when we hold the proofs in our hands, when 
the elements of crime are hot before us, and shout out 
the truth that soon will fade from our memory (he 
had presented evidence of atrocities perpetrated in 
Belgium).

o turn to the German’s against 
England, it is due less to the long-stand- 
ing commercial rivalry between the two 
countries than to the feeling, admitted 
by many honest Germans, that because 
of England, and England alone, the Allies 
will probably win the war. He chooses 
to hold that England treacherously con- 
cealed until the last moment her inten- 
tion of fighting, and that Sir Edward 
Grey’s pretended solicitude for Belgian 
neutrality was one of the blackest cyn- 
icisms of history. But whatever his ex- 
cuse, he does hate England to a degree 
that can best be measured by his favorite 
Teutonic adjective: ‘Kolossal.”’ 

North of Paris, after the Marne, a 
French corporal translated for me cer- 
tain entries in the diary of a Prussian 
officer, sprawled dead in a trench, his 
conto face still grinning toward the 
positions from which the English had 
charged in the battle that smashed the 
plans of the German General Staff. 

“The swine-dogs,” ram the record of 
abysmal hate, according to my notes, 
“the vile, unspeakable English! We 
captured them in droves at Mons, but 
treated them altogether too well. Would 
that I could have ordered my men to 
bayonet every one of the long-legged 
horde that gave themselves up that day. 
It is due to these wretches that Germany 
must pay so heavy a price for victory. 
But when we get to England—Ah, then 
we shall make them pay! Belgium will 
be nothing to it. We shall level their 
cities, and kill, kill, kill!” 

The war correspondent of a New York 
paper told me that he found in Germany 
that every street and building with an 
English name had been rechristened, that 
the British flag was nailed to the floor as 
a foot mat before bars and tobacco coun- 
ters, that-even an American was insulted 
if he dared to speak English. - 

In August, an Englishwoman, heart- 
broken as a result of her experiences in 
getting out of Germany, said to me: 

“The enthusiasm for the war against 
the Allies is unbounded, but the hatred 
is all for us. I have lived in Leipsig for 
ten years and thought I had friends there, 
but from the moment that England de- 
clared war I was treated as a pariah. 
Little presents I had given to German 
intimates were returned to me with notes 
worded thus: ‘Because you, as an 
Englishwoman, cannot or will not see 
that the bloodguiltiness of this war rests 
with your people, it is better that we 
should not meet again!” 

German fury has probably found its 
most poisonous expression in Ernst 
Lissauer’s “‘Hymn of Hate Against a 
land,” which first appeared in the weekly 
Jugend and immediately became a sec- 
ond national anthem. 

During the lifetime of those who have 
fought, it will be impossible for an Eng- 
lishman to live in Germany or a German 
in France. No one can predict how lon 
it will be before the business and soci 
relations of one short year ago are re- 
stored. ‘Hate like that of which I have 
tried to reflect the feeling is not lived 


down in a day. It will be the war’s most | 


fearful legacy. 
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
